SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer photographic image entitled 05sip.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual 
purposes. To promote and support this activity deems the publication objectionable 
under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC 
Act). 

The image depicts a naked girl who is perhaps six years of age in a manner intended to 
appeal to adults who have a sexual interest in children. The behaviour and facial 
expression of the girl indicates that she is emotionally uncomfortable with the display of 
her naked body. The general impression of the image on the viewer is that the girl is 
being encouraged or coaxed in some manner to participate in the creation of the image. 
In addition, the storing of the image as a computer file, which is readily copied onto 
computer disk or transmitted for storage or reproduction on other computers, allows for 
wide distribution of the image nationally and internationally. Given all of these 
characteristics, the Classification Office is of the opinion that the image is likely to be 
used for the sexual gratification of adults with a sexual interest in children, and will likely 
serve to legitimate that interest in those persons. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) as they relate to this publication. Section 3(2) of the 
FVPC Act is determined to apply, deeming the computer image objectionable. The 
resulting limit on the freedom of expression affirmed in s14 of the NZBR Act is 
prescribed by law and demonstrably justified. 
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
